_ LBERT BOND LAMBERT, wealthy. St. 
Louis sportsman, balloon pilot and avia- 

tor, ‘has presented to Secretary of a 

Navy Daniels his plan for a naval aero fleet, an

Lambert's plan, which he outlined to the Sec- 
retary in a conference at department headquar- 
ters in Washington a few days ago, has the 
approval of Rear Admirals Winslow and Blue, 
and has been accepted by Daniels as the basis of 
a program for areo development of the navy—de- 
pending on the liberality of Congress in the 
forthcoming appropriation bill. 
The plan, as outlined to the officers and the 
Secretary, and approved by them, is: 

(i) To ‘equip the navy with fast, un- 
armored shipe of mercantile type, for the 
carrying of hydroaeroplanes and flying boats. 

(2) To increase greatly the acro equip- 
ment of the. navy, at. present limited to 
geven acroplanes, and to enlarge the scope 
of experimental ‘work, with a view to using 
aero craft, for: :

Powers. Every month something new develops 
to make the aeroplane more important as an in- 
strument of war, either for defense or for at- 
tack. This development has been so rapid that 
the situation, as to our navy and coast defense, 
becomes alarming. 

“Although we developed aerocraft we have 
been the last of the great nations to realize their 

usefulness in:war. Other countries have gone 
ahead with experiments, and have no‘ only or- 
ganized military and naval aero corps, but have 
trained their commercial flyers in military tac- 
tics. We have the best flyers in the world, but 
they are not up on tactics, and are not qualified, 
al present, to form an effective reserve. 

“We have not the laboratories, and facilities 
for experiments, that France, Germany and En- 
gland have. The European countries know that 
we are not adéquately provided with modern 
means of defense. The war maneuvers of the 
Atlantic fleet have been closely watched in En- 
giand, and the English expert comment is that 
we have not what England and Japan have

“Ty HE fleet which has this equipment will | 
have all the advantage which comes 
from seeing the other fellow first. It( 
will have advance information of the enemy’s | 
location, ‘strength, position and arrangement 
The tremendous value of this advance informa- 
tion ts clear when one realizes that the naval bat- 
tle wy the future cannot last more than 50 min- 
In that time, two battleships of equal 
strength, at a range of 8000 yards, would shoot 
each other to pieces. A modern battleship, it 
must be remembered, is capable of firing 17,00 
pounds of metal a minute. 

“Now, it is impracticable for battleships to 
carry aeroplanes and start them from their decks. 
To do th!s, a space would have to be reserver | 
which would: interfere with the efficiency and 
strength of gun fire.

“So, my first suggestion was that every fleet 
be accompanied by one ship devoted exclusively 
to the carrying and handling of aeroplanes, and 
to the manipulation of signaling apparatus. This 
ship would not be armored, and would be of the 
mercantile or passenger ship type, and of the 
size of the Baltic or the Rotterdam. 

“This ship would do its work before the bat- 
tle, and at the time of the battle, would fall to 
a position away from its fleet. It should handle 
from twenty-five to fifty aeropianes, including 
all signal apparatus. Its, storage space might 
also be utilized for food stores. 

“The aeroplanes would aunched by num- 
ber. Once launched, they woud have to look out 
for themselves. In few cases could they expect 
to fly back and alight on the deck whence they 
started. They would have to alight on the water, 
as near to the ship as might be, and take their 
chances on getting back to the ship. Here woula 
be an element of peril and of tragedy, and some 
of the air-craft, in almost every engagement, 
would fail to get back. The aeroplane ship would 
have to get about. and pick them up as best it 
could, in case of victory; in a defeat, the airmen 
would be lucky to be made prisoners.

Flying Machines Would Save 
Money by Tracing Torpedo Tubes 
“oT HE torpedo practice which I . witnessed 

with the fleet gave me an idea as to a 

possible use for aeroplanes, which I 
have not heard suggested before,:and which f 
went into at some length with the naval officials. 
This was the tracing of torpedoes and subma- 
rines, and the detection of mines. 

“The torpedo used in naval practice is a reg- 
ular firing torpedo with a dummy head, which 
takes the place of 250 pounds of gun cotton. The 
torpedoes run five to ten feet under water, at 
the rate of 42 miles an hour, and leave a trail 
of smoke from the carbide which they burn under 
water. Without this smoke, they may be fol- 
lowed by the bubbles from the propellers. 

“Now, it occasionally happens that torpedoes 
go wrong, and instead of going straight toward 
the target, they swerve to the right or left, or 
go down and are lost. As the torpedoes cost 


‘$8000 each, and’ as a battleship carries but eight, 


the loss of one torpedo is more than: the cost of 
several geroplanes. And the use of the aero- 
plane would eliminate all chance of losing a tor- 
pedo, since the aviator, flying at the same speed 
as the torpedo, could trace its path, fix the spot 
where it went down and summon the diving 
crew. “ 

“Further, the use of the aeroplane will save 
much time in handling small steamers in search- 
ing the waters for floating torpedoes. With this 
help, torpedo practice which now takes two 
days, could be done in one, 

“Another important use of the aeroplane will 
be to detect submarines and harbor mines. The 
French have ascertained that no submarine can 
be hidden from an aeroplane’s view. 
cause the view from above is “auch clearer than 
the view from some point near the surface of 
the water.

- LONDON, Sept. 20.—Lord Wolséley’s daughter 
and only child, who has inherited her father’s 
title by special reminder, and is now Viscountess 
Wolseley, seems likely to become almost as much 
of a heroine with‘tHe English@public as her 


| father was a hero. 


She is a serious minded woman, now past 40, 
and has devoted herself to the agricultural school 
for women, Which she established at: Glynde in 
Sussex. Her work has attracted so much atten- 
tion that recently the ancient London guild of 
gardeners bestowned upon her on honorary mem- 
bership in-their “worshipful company,” the first 
ever given to a woman. , | 

Viscountess Wolseley believes she has solved 
the vexing question of finding something to oc- 
cupy the hands and the intelligence of the enor- 
mous number of unmarried women in England. 
She wants them all to become gardeners, and de- 
clares the field of employment holds out plenty 
of opportunity for women of all classes. 

Her school at Glynde covers about five acres, 
There are buildings for the school, and her own 
little home is in the midst. She has christened 
the place “Ragged. Larids,” saying that it contains 
a little of everything in its natural state. 

There are models laid out of the different 
styles of gardens, the formal Italian and the 
French, the olf Dutch and the ancient English. 
There is a model of a sunken garden such as ex- 
ists upon-many of the English estates, the most 
famous teing those of the Duke of Portland at 
Belton “Abbey and the Duke of Devonshire at 
Chatsworth. There is also a terrace garden, a 
wall garden, a: water garden, @ rose garden and 
Every modern and ancient idea 
in gardening is illustrated even to “kitchen” 
gardens and several small orchards as well. 

Lady Wolseléy’s own garden is full of roses, 
in which a tall, latticed wooden pillar ts covered 
with them and surmounted by a carved wooden 
crest, the dogstar of Wolseley. 

The school was founded in 1906, upon the site 
of a cornfield, Avhich had been long unproductive 
because infected with a species of worms. The 
land has been reclaimed by Lady Wolseley and 
her pupils, but it lies in such an unprotected 
situation upon the downs that their success is 
all the more remarkable, as heavy winds can 
reach it from all directions. There are only 12 
students and each has her set of garden tools 
and has to work actively in Keeping the land 
in proper condition. The pupils are often ignorant 
of the first principles of gardening and sometimes 
begin without knowing the difference between 
a strawberry plant and a potato sprout. The 
sum of $500 le regularly set aside for the crops 
which are ruined by the beginners. 

During the winter months the students take 
lessons indoors in garden carpentry, and the work 
of Keeping the greenhouse furnaces going day and 
Hight occupies a good deal of their time, The 
‘atudents dre also taught the commercial side of 
‘their aor and how to market the fruit,

WALKING 20 MILES A DAY, 
JOHN BURNS’ RECREATION 


He Often Tramps With Soldiers 
—Out of Sympathy With His 


Old Labor “Pals.” 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—“Why was not 
John Burns made Secretary of War?” 
is a question British soldiers often ask. 
Whenever the head of the Boards of 
Works wants recreation he goes into 
the country to some military encamp- 
ment and marches a few miles with any 
detachment of soldiers that happens to 
be on the move, consequently the sol- 
diers all know him and would like him 
at the head of the War Department. 

John Burns is a great walker. Twenty 
miles a day is relaxation from work for 
him He is very much in evidence at 
all the Aldershot maneuvers, and he 
frequently joins some band of Terri- 
torilals on the march, and then, after a 
day or an afternoon of tramping in 
the country, takes a train back to Lon- 
don. 

Apart from his fondness for walking 
with soldiers, and a passion for attend- 
ing fires and assisting the firemen about 
their work, John Burns is in these days 
the least conspicuous member of the 
Liberal Cabinet.

Successes Win Favor on London Stages 


Biggest Novelty of the Sea- 
n Is the Appearance. of 
M. Lou Tellegen, Formerly 
Sarah Bernhardt’s Leading 
Man, as an lish-Speak- 
ing Star in the Dramatiza- 
tion of Oscar Wilde’s ‘The 
Picture of Dorian Gray.”

O close nowadays is the relation 
S between the American and Euro- 
pean stages, due to managerial 
alertness on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and so increasingly frequent is the in- 
ternational exchange of plays and play- 
ers, that a survey ct the entire field of 
world-drama is necessary to a full com- 
prehension of the promise of a new the- 
atrical season. 

A case in point, bearing directly upon 
this truth, is the fact that Louls N. 
Parke?r’s great Biblical drama, “Joseph 
and His Brethren,”’ one of the big hits 
in New York last year, is now far and 
away the foremost success on the Lon- 
don stage. Gorgeously produced by Sir 
Herbert Beerbohm Tree at His Majes- 
ty’s Theater, and made especially nota- 
ble by the appearance of Sir Herbert 
himself as Jacob and beautiful Maxine 
Uilott as Potiphar’s wife, it has 
achieved a smashing triumph, and is 


confidently counted upon for a memor- fT 


ble run. 

There was some doubt, at first, as to 
whether the official censor of London's 
theatrical offerings would permit the 
presentation of a Biblical drama in an 
English playhouse, 


were overcome by the author’s reverent 
handling of his theme. “Joseph and 
His Brethren” is now safely entrenched 
in the favor of the Sritish public. 

The London success of an American- 
made play, however, is of less moment, 
as bearing upon the American outlook 
for mew plays, than the contemplated or 
already accomplished premieres of En- 
glish works. For it is safe to say that 
no English play can achieve.a London 
hit, as matters now stand, without be- 
ing certain to reach this country within 
a twelvemonth of its initial home éri-

London season is the appearance 
at the Vaudeville Theater of M. Lou Tel- 
Been, favorably remembered in St. 
Zouls as Sarah Bernhardt’s leading man, 
fn a dramatization of Oscar Wilde's 
psychological novel, “The Picture of 
Dorian Gray,” made by Constance 
Lounsberry. 

Especial importance attaches to this 
offering because of the fact that it 
marks Tellegen's debut: on the English- 
speaking stage, and is to bring him to 
New Yori® wx. November, his engagement 
in our own metropolis being followed by 
a tour of other American cities. The 
voung French actor, gifted far above 
the average, is said to have acquitted 
himself admirably as Dorian Gray, de- 
veloping this baffling character with 
genuinely subtle strokes of interpreta- 
tive insight, and being, apparently, much 
at home in his use of the English 
tongue,, the ninth foreign language of 
his mastering. It also is asserted that 
Oscar Wilde’s book has been made into 
a grippingly effective play, tensely emo- 
tional along somewhat unusual lines. 

The success thus indicated means, of 
course, that young M. Tellegen now en- 
ters the lists as a full-fledged star—an 
Finglish-speaking star at that—and must 
be reckoned with as such hereafter. An-

ROME, Sept. 20.—An imposing 
demonstration in which about 20,000 
persons, including many red-shirted 
ClaribAldians and other veterans took 
part, was held today in celebration of 
the anniversary of the capture of 
Rome by the Italian troops in 1870. 

A procession was formed and 
marched to the breach in the wall 
by which the Italians entered. There 
the manifestants were met by the 
Mayor of Rome, Ernest Nathan, who 
read a message from King Victor 
Emmanuel in reply to greetings sent 
by the unicipality. 

His Majesty telegraphed: 

“The virtue of the Italian people 
and the valor of the army have made 
Libya ours. Italy now calls fdr the 
first time all her children to the 
polls, including the illiterates.” 

The royal message was greeted 
with an outburst of enthusiasm,

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 20.—Mis- 
souri maids, young or old, blondes, bru- 
nettes, auburns or titians, short or tall, 
thin or fat, from 15 to 4 years old and 
over, stand a better chance of matri- 
mony than do the average single avail- 
able men of the State. The odds would 
be 1.41 to 1 in favor of each woman se- 
curing a husband to either treat kindly 
or gently or to tyrannize over and hen- 
peck, if every single person in Mis- 
souri who has never been married before 
decided suddenly’ to take this step. 

In other words, there are 141 single 
men in Missouri to every 100 maidens, 
both ranging in ages from 15 to 4 years. 
The difference gives the average women 
bent on matrimony a range of 1.41 per 
cent for freedom and independence in 
selecting a soul mate. 

The above statistical information is 
imparted in a bulletin dealing with the 
marital and social condition of the in- 
habitants of Missouri, made public Sat- 
urday by John T. Fitzpatrick, Commis- 
sioner of the Bureau of sanhor Statis- 
tics. 

435,219 Single Men in State. 

The bulletin says there are 485,219 sin- 
gle males in Missouri from 15 to 45 years 
old and 308,13 females. Widows, sod 
apd grass, are not included in the cal- 
culation; neither are widowers or men 
who have been separated from their for- 
mer helpmates by a divorce decree. This 
Jatter army, which is of fair size, is 
dealt with separately. 

A. T. Edmonston, Supervisor of Sta- 
tistics, says that of the 3,293,335 inhabi- 
tants of Missouri, 1,687,813 are male and 
1,606,522 female. . These figures mean 
that there are 105.1 males of all classi- 
fications to every 100 of the other sex. 

With the male population at 1,687,313, a 
total of 1,171,386 are from 15 to 45 years 
old and over, leaving 5619419 who are 
under 15 years. Of the males over 16 
years, 56.9 per cent, or 665,938, are mar- 
ried; 87.2 per cent, or 435,319, single; 56,518 
whose wives have died; 7024 who are di- 
vorced and 6699 who would got give their 
marital condition. 

Only 2982 of Missourt’s Le women 
over 15 years old refused |ito give in- 
Yormation concerning their tnarital con- 
dition. Those married number 660,819, or 
60.1 per cent. The single ones number 
g08,184, or 28 per cent; divorced, 8558, and 
widows 118,472. | 

There are only 506,507 girls under 15 
years, as compared to 516,419 boys. 

There is no record of widows or di- 
vorcees who have married again. 

Women Marry Earlier Than Men. 

That women marry younger than men 

is illustrated by the fact thalt there are 
21,447 women who married) when be- 
tween 15 and 19 years old, ag compared 
to 1918 males who married aft the same 
age. There are 18 divorced g@uths under 
19, as compared with 170 girls. Widows 
under 19 number 344; there are 41 youths 
under 19 whose wives have died. 
. Married men are more numerous at 45 
years old and over, and also widowers, 
there being 269,383 of the former and 
43,590 of the latter. There are 29,707 men 
over 4 years old still single, and only 
16,682 women. .

The payment of $120,000 to the Nortn 
American Co, for the joint use of ter- 
minals and yards at New Orleans was 
taken under advisement by Judge 
Sanborn. 

The Court refused to allow the re- 
ceivers to sell .§584,000 worth of the 
Frisco bonds now held by the S&t. 
Louls Union Trust Co. as security for 
notes given by the Frisco amounting 
to more than $1,300,000, but ordered 
the receivers to dispose of the Rio 
Grande Railway, a subsidiary, within 
six months. . 

The request of the receivers for an 
order to pay $78,000 interest to carry 

certain securities of the San Benito 
road, a short line in Southern Texas, 
was denied by the Court, who said it 
was too speculative. The company 
will default on the bonds.

Seum, Wednesday night, Oct. 8, the 
torchlight parade Thursday night, and 
the uriveiling, Saturday afternoon, of the 
monument to Frederick Ludwig Jahn, 
founder of the turner system of ath- 
letic development. A parade of St. Louis 
turners and High School pupils will pre. 
cede the dedication. 

In the torchlight parade Thursday 
night, a large section will represent the 
German Catholic parishes of St. Louis. 

The Veiled Prophet pageant, Tuesday 
night, Oct. 7, will start from Twenty- 
first and Walnut streets at 6:45 p. m., 
and will traverse Twenty-first street, 
Market street, Laclede avenue, Grand 
avenue, Lucas, Compton and Washing- 
ton avenues, Fourth street, Chestnut 
street, Broadway, Olive street and Jef- 
ferson avenue to the Coliseum. 

The 20 floats will represent the Seven 
Ages of Man and the Five Senses, with 
Some extra scenes.

Wheeler's Reprimand Resented, 

"Te is difficult to present the exact 
facts of the situation, but the one thing 
certain, as admitted by those concerned, 
is that another member of the embassy 
corps came here with strong feelings 
against Mr. and Mrs. Wheeler. This 
sentiment, which is regarded as some- 
thing more than an antipathy, is said 
te date back to the time when Wheeler 
ané this other official were attache! 
te another post, and Wheeler, as charge 
@affaires, objected to his fellow diplo- 
mat’s G@ttentions to a woman at the 
game hotel as not befitting his position. 

“This action by Wheeler, according 
te the story, was resented and the re- 
buked official has cherished a grudge 
ever since.

FOUR-YEAR F ‘FIRE BURNS 
UNDER ALTON FACTORIES 


Glass Company Fails in Re- 
peated Attempts to Extin- 
guish Cinder Blaze. 

The Illinois Glass Co. at Alton is try-

self-styled “experts in dietics.”’ 

“Some of the advocates of freak diets 
are sincere, but are themselves delud-: 
ed,”’ says the warning. “Others are fak- 
ers who seek to make monetary gain 
by advising peculiar systems of diet. 
Neither class can offer trustworthy ad- 
vice. 

“Much of the supposed scientific ad- 
vice now being sold for a price is really 
little more than folklore. Many state- 
ments used as arguments arg found to 


so long ago as to be no longer consid- 
ered of value except to the student of 
the history of dietics.”’ 

The department's statement dis- 
cusses “the fallacy of enzymes and 
particular chemical matter,” deciar. 
ing that the ordinary wholesome 
American diet furnishes the body with 
what is needed to sustain it and the 
fad for whole grain cereals and tie 
like, ie useless.

WOMAN TURNED — 
QUT OF BARRACKS 
IS FOUND FAINTING 


Invalid Wife of Private Soldier 
Taken in Serious Condition 
to Hospital. 


“NO PROVISION FOR HER” 


Col. Slaker, Commandant, Says 
Government Is Not Re- 
sponsible. 


Mrs. Jennie Roper, 33 years old, was 
found unconscious near Mannion’s Park 
at 9 o’clock last night, 12 hours after 
she was turned out of the hospital at 
Jefferson Barracks, because military 
regulations made no provisions for re- 


taining her longer as a patient. 


Her husband, Robert Roper, a private. 
etiached to the quartermaster’s corps, 
was ordered Tuesday to report at Fort 
Worden, Wash, and his departure 
brought upon his wife an attack of 
hysteria. 

She was taken to the city hospital, in 
@® grave condition, the physicians said 
from exposure and exhaustion. On being 
revived, she related that after walking 
@ short distance from the Barracks, she 
became tired and lay down on the 
ground to rest. The approach of sever- 
aj soldiers frightened her, she said and 
she left the road to hide herself among 
some trees. She had a confused recol- 
lection of wandering and falling many 
times. - 

Early in the afternoon a request to 
search for Mra. Roper was made to the 
police by Mrs. Lucile Dragon of 3820) 
Lafayette avenue, who is president of 
the: Bt. Louls branch of the Ladies of 
Spanish War Veterans. She declared 
that Mrs. Roper was in chronic ill 
health and was slightly lame from an 
affection of both knees, and that she 
nad been delirious since her husband 
departed for Washington. 

Couldn’t Get Furloughk. 

Roper told Mrs. Dragon, she said, that 
at the beginning of the year he was 
stationed at Fort Constitution in New 
Hampshire. He said that his sister died 
in Taylorville, Ill., leaving five children, 
and as he was unable to obtain a fur- 
lough, he took French leave from the 
fort and went to Taylorville to look aft- 
er the orphans. In April he was arrest- 
ed as a deserter there and sent to Jef- 
ferson Barracks. 

The courtmartial was not held until 
July. Roper was not found guilty of 
Gesertion, but of being absent without 
leave, and was sentenced to three 
months in the guardhouse. After a 
month and a half he was paroled. 

In the meantime, Mrs. Dragon said, 
Mrs. Roper came to St. Louis, and with 
her husband imprisoned, found herself 
destitute. Mrs. Dragon and members 
of her organization maintained her for 
a time, and then found her a place do- 
Ing light housework about the resi- 
Gence of an officer at the reservation 

On Thursday Mrs. Dragon received a 
letter from the Barracks stating that 
Mrs. Roper was in the hospital and 
asking her to arrange for the patient's 
removal. She was unable to attend to 
the matter at once, she said. Yester- 
day morning she telephoned to inquire 
about Mrs. Roper’s condition, and was 
infor#ed, she told the police that Mrs. 
Roper had been sent off the reserva- 
tion with a soldier as escort. 

To Report to Department. 

Mrs. Dragon declared last night that 
she would make a report on the case 
to the War Department. 

Mrs. Roper was found at the City 
Hospital to have $3, which she said she 
had borrowed, she did not remember 
from whom. She walked instead of 
taking a street car, she explained, be- 
cause she hoped to find a physician's 
office within a short distance. 

Col. Adam Slaker, commandant at the 
Barracks, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er last night that Mrs. Roper was 
turned out of the hospital because there 
was no provision for women patients 
at the reservation and because it had 
been reported to him that she was re- 
covered from her illness. She said thut 
she intended to go to Mrs. Dragon’s 
home, he was told. 

“She didn’t belong ‘out here,” cor- 
tinued he. “It is her husband’s pl.:e, 
not the Government’s, to look after 
her, 

“She is very unfortunate, and, of 
course, we are all very sorry for her. 
but the Government supplies no quar- 
ters or provision for the wives of pri- 
vates,”*

ON LECTURE TOUR 


Closes Circuit Begun Septem- 
ber 11 in Tent at War- 
renton, Va. 


WILL CONTINUE SPEAKING 


Declares His Plans Have Not 
Been Altered by Attitude 
of Critics. 


WARRENTON, Va., Sept. 2.—One of 
the largest crowds this community has 
ever seen gathered here tonight to hear 
Secretary Bryan deliver his last Cha- 
tauqua lecture of the season. 

The Secretary’s statement in Wash- 
ington today, answering criticisms of 
his appearance on the lecture platform 
and declaring his purpose to lecture in 
the future whenever he deemed it de- 
sirable or necessary, had aroused great 
interest, and when he was introduced 
the audience began a demonstration 
that those in charge had trouble qulet- 
ing. 

On the platform with Secretary Bryan 
were Senators Burton and Newlands. 

Secretary Bryan asked his audience 
to indicate whether they preferred his 
lecture on “The Making of a Man” or 
“The Signs of the Times.” The crowd 
chose the former subject. 


Last Night on Route. 
Bryan’s preliminary aunouncement 


came as his valedictory. Tonight was 
his last night of the season on the 
Cnautauqua route. His crowd tonight 
was scarceiy large enough to justify 
the belief that he did more than earn 
his guarantee, which is $2800. There were 
about 1100 people in the tent when he 
began, but some of these Were season 
ticket holders, so it is fair to assume 
that the paid admissions at 50 Cents 
apiece did not total more than $000. He 
gets the first $250 taken in at the door; 
the association takes the second $200, 
The balance over that $500 is equally 
divided, but tonight thare was not any 
margin. 

The tour began on Sept. 12, since 
which time Bryan has spoken in 12 
towns. He has averaged around $350 
to a ‘town, which brings his total re- 
ceipts for the present tour to about 
$4200. 

The Secretary estimated his total 
profits from the chautauqua season 
at around $7000. The balance  be- 
tween that sum and his receipts on 
the last tour was made up in his ear- 
lier trip on the Western § circuit, 
where the crowds were larger and 
more enthusiastic.

Washington newspaper correspondents 
asked Mr. Bryan if, in view of to- 
night’s stand being the last of his pres- 
ent contract, he had any intentions of 
quitting it and devoting all his time to 
the duties of Secretary of State. 

Before the question was completed Mr. 
Bryan's face showed determination. He 
said: 

“I expect to continue my lecturing an4 
shall lecture whenever I deem it do- 
sirable or necessary to do so. I have not 
in the least altered the plans that I 
made on this subject when I assumed 
the duties of the office. The criticism 
that has been directed against my lec- 
turing is no more bitter than the criti- 
cism that I have encountered at other 
times during my connection with poli- 
tics. 

“A part of this criticism is malicious, 
@ part of it is partisan and a part of 
it is based upon misinformation. That 
which is malicious will answer itself; 
that which is partisan will be accepted 
as such; that which is based upon mis- 
information will cease when the critics 
are better informed. 

“No man should enter public tife tf he 
objects to criticism, and he cannot stay 
in public life if he permits criticism tn 
turn him from doing what he thinks is 
right. He must decide his duty for him- 
self, answerable to the public for any 
mistakes he makes.”

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Sept. 20.—As & re- 
sult of the death of Francis W. Oben- 
chain, a sophomore, in last night's twen- 
tleth annual “tank scrap,” at Purdue 
University, the annual fight was abol- 
ished today by the unanimous vote of 
the 2000 students assembled at & mass 
meeting. 

“You must all feel that this contest 
is not worth the price you pay,” said 
President W. E. Stone to’the students. 

More than twenty-five students are 
suffering from injuries received in the 
fight, and some of them are in a serious 
condition. 

Obenchain was in the front rank ef 
the sophomore forces when he died. 

Obenchain and his classmates wore 
leather collars reinforced with metal, -to 
protect their necks. Obenchain had a 
golter of the neck, and in the excite-, 
ment his neck swelled until he was 
choked to death. 

Shortly before the fight ended two 
freshmen, noticing the sophomore lying 
on the ground, dragged him away. Phy- 
sicilans said Obenchain had been dead 
16 minutes when found. 

University authorities issued a state- 
ment in which it was sald Obenchain’'s 
death was not due to any injury he re- 
ceived in the fight.

Congress’ Fight on Appointee} 
Causes Open War Between 
Liberals and Catholics.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 20.—Political 
affairs in Mexico have undergone a 
marked change in the last few days. 
The Liberal party’s defiance of Presi- | 
dent Huerta in the Chamber of Depv- ! 
ties yesterday, growing out of oppo- | 
sition to the appointment of Eduario | 
Tamariz, one of the leaders of the 
Catholic party, as Minister of Publis 
Instruction, appears to Have opened 
the fight squarely on the issue of the 
“Satholic party influence in Govern- 
mental affairs, with the Liberals and 
affiliated elements in Congres lined 
up against it. 

Rumors regarding the action of 
President Huerta went so far today 
as to deal with the possibility of his 
dissolving Congress, to rid himself of 
opposition from that source and back- 
ing Federico Gamboa, the Foreign 
Minister, as his choice for the presi- 
dency in the coming elections. 

Other™ rumors were that Gen. 
Huerta would bring about a post- 
ponement of the elections pending the 
pacification of the country and either 
would remain in the presidency or 
retire in favor of Minister Gamboa. 

No one rumor appears to have bat- 
ter foundation than another. Presai- 
dent Huerta said he had no intentiv» 
of dissolving Congress. While it was 
authoritatively stated a few days ag£0 
that Gen. Huerta had determined tu 
recal] Gen. Felix Diaz, pursuant to @ 
settled plan of action, it is now sa'd 
that he has abandoned that course. 
So far as can be ascertained, he has 
not recalled Diaz. 

In the face of overwhelming ods 
against him in the Chamber of Depv- 
ties, Gen. Huerta said he would con- 
sider the withdrawal] of the appoint- 
ment of Tamariz or might possibly 
shift him to some other ministry 
where there would be less antago?- 
ism. Great interest attaches to the 
action the Catholic party will take 
tomorrow in convention. 

The name of Federico Gamboa is 
the only one figuring tonight in the 
gossip as the probable choice of th- 
party, although it is said that a com- 
promise candidate might be selected. 
Because of Senor Gamboa’s very r°*- 
cent appearance as a political factor 
he is not widely known among the 
delegates.

It was only by ex- 
tending a railroad line into traffic 
territory across the river, that the 
Busch terminals in St. Louis could 
vossibly compete with the Terminal 
Rallroad Association. On its pledge 
to. do this, the Municipal Assembly 
agreed to give it the privileges ask- 
ed under a franchise that is per- 
petual unless its provisions are 
violated. 

Clause Once Upheld. 

There is nothing in the petition 
filed by the Conzelman - Crunden 
company lawyers which seeks to re- 
strain the construction of the ferry 
system. Daniel N. Kirby, an attor- 
ney for the Busch company, has 
stated that the suit challenged the 
validity of the ordinance; the petition 
questioned the validity of a clause 
in the ordinance authorizing/ the 
Board of Public Improvements to is- 
sue a permit for the laying of 
Second street tracks when it ap- 
proved: plans submitted by the rail- 
way. company, but did not challenge 
the validity of any other part .f the 
franchise. This clause was upheld 
by the Missouri Supreme Court in 
1910, deciding the Seibel-Suessdorf 
injunction suit, on the ground that 
{t was not a transfer of legislative 
authority to an administrative body. 
a ruling that has been universally 
made by American courts for gener- 
ations. 

In his telegram to the Post-Dispatch 
Attorney Schnurmacher says: “I do 
not see how its (Busch company’s) offi- 
clals can be criticised for not investing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars while 
unfriendly injunction proceedings are 
pending.”’

In at Fourteenth and Ferry

A wide chasm in Ferry street, at 
Fourteenth, was caused early yester 
day by the collapse of the Ferry 
street sewer, built in 1879. The street 
was spilt open from curb to curb. 

Workmen were hurried to the scene 
by Sewer Commissioner Moreno to 
build a temporary emergency ontlet 
to prevent the flooding of the neigh- 
borhood. Gas and water matns had 
heen broken and many residents @€riv- 
en from their homes by the gas 
fumes, and the pipes were plugged. 

City officials and engineers who 
inspected the break are of the opin- 
ton that for many months, and prob- 
ably for years, water from a hreak 
in the sewer has been slowly unu=«r- 
mining the street. One explanati*:) 
advanced is that the earth kept cav- 
ing in below the surface and was 
washedi down to the river. Examina- 
tion of the sewer showed that at sev- 
eral places east of the cave-in it was 
about two-thirds full of mud. 

Hole 100 Feet Long, 50 Feet Wide. 

At 10 a. m. the opening, which had 
heen only about 18 inches wide when 
discovered by Miss Olga Harrison of 
1414 Ferry street, had become 75 feet 
long, 30 feet wide and 40 feet deep 
and by 6 p. m. had become 20 fect 
wider and longer. 

Ropes which had been stretched 
around the pit early in the morning 
tc keep back spectators,, had to be 
moved back several times as the hole 
zrew. 

Mayor Kiel, Comptroller Player, 
Street Commissioner Talbert and 
Sewer Commissioner Moreno went to

Then it swept to the op- 
posite side of the street, tearing 
boards from the end of a stable in 
which the Broderick & Bascom Rope 
Co. keeps its horses. 

Gas Fumes Arouse Neighborhood. 

The street for 30 feet caved in and 
the stream subsided. Gas lights went 
out and escaping gas aroused the 
neighborhood. Many persons excited- 
ly ran out of their homes to see 
what was the matter. : 

The sewer, according to Commis- 
sioner Moreno, had been weak for 
some time. Moreno said 60 miles of 
these old brick sewers in St. Louis 
are in bad condition and similar ac- 
cidents may be looked for in the 
business district unless funds are 
raised to make !tmmediate repairs. 
The Ferry street sewer recently has 
been reconstructed from the river to 
Broadway. 


WAR ON BURLESQUE SHOW

CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—Headed by 
Arthur Burrage Farwell, a Chicago 
reformer, a party of vice crusaders 
have launched a campaign against 
burlesque and musical comedy com- 
pany managers, asserting that they 
would attempt to secure convictions 
under the Mann act.

Banking and Currency Committee of 
the Senate, preparing to continue its 
hearings on the administration cur- 
rency bill as passed by the House, to- 
day decided to invite Frank C. Van- 
derlip, president of the National City 
Bank of New York, to discuss the 
measure before the committee.

Monday the committee will hear

Proposes Further Elastictty. 

Flannagan characterized the adminis- 
stration measure as ‘‘sound in principle,”’ 
but recommended some important 
changes. The chief one, which received 
some approval from Senators Hitch- 
cock and Bristow, proposed that any 
bank having United States bonds de- 
posited as security for bank notes equal 
te one-half of its capital stock, should 
have the right to deposit Federal re- 
serve bank commercial paper as collat- 
eral for an. additional issue of notes, 
the total notes outstanding not to ex- 
ceed the amount of the bank’s capital 
stock. 

Under that plan the Comptroller of the 
Currency would deliver ‘incomplete 
notes,’"*’ which could be put into cir- 
culation only when the "eag had set 
aside a gold reserve equal to 50 per cent 
of the value of the notes. 

Senator Hitohcock said he believed 
such a plan would ‘“democratize” the 
banks. Under the administration bill, 
discretion is left with the Federal offi- 
cers as to whether a bank may obtain 
notes in exchange for commercial paper.

Memphis Fighter Thinks Fight- 
ing Is Easiest Way to 
Keep in Shape.

According to Joe Sherinan, the South- 
ern lightweight who defeated Jack Shel- 
ton at the National Athletic Club last 


Thursday night, it is a waste of rym- 
pathy to pity him when he is getting a 
beating in the ring. 

“T shed punishment like a duck sheds 
water,’’ said Sherman, “and the hard- 
est blow, when I’m in battle, doesn’t 
hurt me so much as the scratch of a pin 
does when I’m not in the ring. That's a 
fact, and I think most boxers will tell 
you the same thing about themselves. . 

“The actual fight is the least of the 
boxer’s troubles. Most people seem to 
think it is the worst, but I think they 
view it from the wrong angle. To my 
way of thinking training is the worst 
part of our business. Few spectators at 
the ringside realize what we go through 
in preparation for our bouts. Day after 
day it’s a grind of the hardest kind of 
work, unable to eat what we want or 
drink as much as we wish. All this gort 
of thing and the incidental worries lest 
something goes wrong with yourself or 
the match be called off gets on the 
nerves and usually results in the de- 
velopment of a large-sized ‘‘grouch.”’ 


It’e Worry Causes “Quitting.” 

‘JT doubt that many boxers who ‘quit’ 
in the ring do so because of the beating 
they are getting, because most of them 
take a great deal more of it while train- 
ing and do it without flinching. My no- 
tion is they ‘quit’ because they worry 
about {t. When a boxer begins to worry 
he soon imagines he’s getting the worst 
of it and all of a sudden he gets weak 
and is “out’’ before he realizes what has 
happened. I have known men to cry 
because they lost a battle, and when 
told they had ‘quit’ they wouldn't be- 
lieve it. - 

‘Some men will show great gameness 
in one battle and great lack of it tn an- 
other. Gus Ruhlin and Peter Maher, 
well-known heavyweights not so many 
years ago, were often accused of being 
‘quitters,’ but they showed great game- 
ness against each other in their 20-round 
draw which took place in New York on 
May 2, 1899. This was a hard fight from 
start to finish and neither gave way an 
ineh to the other. You see, each one 
thought he could beat the other and 
didn't worry about losing. 

Join “Don’t Worry Club.” 

‘Don't worry. That’s the best. advice 
[ know to the man who steps in the ring. 
The man at the ringside may think that 
advice is hard to follow, and perhaps it 
is, in a way; but not because fighting is 
the hardest part of the game—that’s the 
easiest part of it. It’s the training that’s 
hard, and I never do any more of it than 
I am compelled to. It’s the only thing 
in this business that causes me to worry. 
When I step into the ring to battle I am 
always contented of mind and the fight 
is play. 

“Just to show you how I feel about 
it, IT am ready right now to sign up 
a contract agreeing to fight three 
times a week for one year for $100 
per fight. This would keep me <n 
good enough condition and I wouldi't 
have to do any training at all.” 

Sherman says that while he thinks a boxer 
is quite foolish to take unnecessary punish\ 
ment, he often does so for sheer love 
battle, but he adds that it doesn’t hurt him 
half so much as many people think it does: 
He declares that the hardest blow struck

REWARDS PAID

A determined effort to suppress the

The offense is punishable by fine 
or imprisonment and if the offender 
is a HMeensed chauffeur his license 
is revoked. The rewards were paid 
as below: 

Rudolph Schroeder was convicted 
on the charge of taking the auto- 
mobile of Dr. E. T. Urban of 1438 
South Grand avenue. The arrest was 
made by Julius Schoenbin, deputy 
sheriff of St. Louis County, who re- 
ceived the reward in this case.

SULZER WILL QUIT: 
PLAN FINISH FIGHT 


Defense Also Declares Governor 
Did Not Recognize Glynn’s 
Authority. 


ALBANY, N. Y.,. Sept. 20.— With 
rumors current that Gov. William 
Sulzer would resign should his at- 
torneys lose their fight against the 
constitutionality of the High Court 
of Impeachment, statements forth- 
coming from his counsel today 
seemed to indicate that he has every 
intention of fighting the cause out 
to the end. 

The statements are inspired by the 
general interpretation placed on the 
letter which Sulzer sent yesterday 
to Lieutenant-Governor Glynn turn- 
ing over to him for signature requis- 
ition papers for the extradition of 
a prisoner. The letter was taken to 
mean that the impeached executive 
thereby recognized Glynn’s right to 
act as Governor pending the out- 
come of the trial. 


Recognition of Glynn Denfed. 
This his counsel—Valentine Taylor 


and D. Cady Herrick, as well as the 
Governor's secretary, Chester C, 
Platt—all emphatically denied. 

They apparently were eager to cor- 
rect the impression that in the midst 
of the fight the Governor had sur- 
rendered the position upon which he 
has stood since his impeachment that 
he was impeached unconstitutionally 
and is therefore still Governor. They 
made it plain that he did not rec- 
ognize as final the recent decision 
of Supreme Court Justice Hasbrouck, 
that Sulzer, as Governor, had no 
right to exercise the pardoning pow- 
er. 

‘Neither Gov. Suizer nor his coun- 
sel,” said Judge Herrick, “have con- 
ceded for one moment the right of 
Ideutenant-Governor Glynn to act as 
Governor nor that the Assembly had 
jurisdiction to impeach him at the 
extraordinary session. 

Glynn Refused to Make Test. 

“Counsel. for Goy. Sulzer asked 
Glynn shortly after the artitles of 
impeachment were served upon the 
Governor to make a test case, s0 
that the question as to who was to 
fact as Governor 
might be decided. Of course, it fol- 
lowed, that if such a test was made, 
both parties would abide by the re- 
sult. The request was refused. 

“Without any co-operation on the 
part of counsel for the Governor, a 
case was brought before Justice Has- 
brouck which involved the question 
as to whether Gov. Sulzer had a 
right to grant a pardon. Gov. BSul- 
zer was immediately advised to per- 
form no further executive act but 
to respect the decision of the court 
until it should be reversed.” 

The decision of the Court of Im- 
peachment on the question probably 
will be handed down on Monday. At- 
torney Marshall is expected to fin- 
ish his argument Monday morning 
and Judge Parker, chief counsel for 
the impeachment managers, will an- 
swer it. The vote will follow. 

Garrison Obtains Writ. 

Should the Governor lose, the case 
must come to trial, as this. will spike 
what his friends consider the strong- 
est gun in his battery of legal ob- 
jections. While there will be left 
the question of impeachability for 
the offenses charged, his counsel 
propose to attack only three of the 
eight articles of impeachment—these 
having to do with the filing of a 
false campaign statement and with 
his Wall street speculations, If these 
charges should be thrown out five 
other counts would remain. 

Governor Sulzer tonight broke his long 
silence, which he has maintained since 
his impeachment trial began and de- 
clared he had no intention of resigning 
and would fight the battle to the end. 

‘Resign?’ he ejaculated. “I have no 
more idea of doing that than I have 
of committing hari-kari.”’ 


Governor Not in Ill Health. 

The Governor is not in such ill health 
as has been rumored. The fact that 
he has not seen anyone within the last 
two days led to the report that he was 
in a weakened condition. He is sleep- 
ing late mornings, but he also is work- 
ing late at night. 

The Governor’s statement follows: 

‘"T have been advised by my counsel 
not to make any statement, or do any 
talking, but I have got to have my 
way in one thing. 

“IT am not going to resign, and I have 
never thought of doing so. 

“The stories are circulated for politi- 
cal effect and no one better than their 
authors knows their utter falsity.” 

Counsel for Gov. Sulzer refused to dis- 
cuss whether he would take the witness 
stand, but it is said by close friends 
that he has no other thought. He feels 
they say, that he has a story to tell that 
the people should hear and he is going 
to tell it. But he will not say that suoh 
is his plan.

Each of the 17 Southern Metho- 
dist ministers in 8t. Louis will face 
his congregation this morning with 
the possibility in the minds of pastor 


land people that he may not preach 


to them again. All the ministers wil) 


go this week to the St. Louls dis- 
trict conference, which convenes 
Wednesday in Jackson, Cape Girar- 
deau County, and all of them are 
subpect to possible transfer by Bishop 
BE. EB. Hoss, who will preside there. 

In only two 8t. Loule pulpits its 
a change certain, At Centenary 
Church, the Rev. Luther BH. Todd has 
served his quadrennium, or fouf- 
year term, and must go elsewhefe. 
At Scruggs Memorial, the pastor, the 
Rev. Pau) HK. Linn, has withdrawn 
to accept the presidency of Central 
College at Fayette. 

Changes Predicted by Ministers. 

The general expression among the 
ministers is that the Rev, C. W. Tad- 
lock, lately of Columbia, who was 
trangferred from the (North) Mis- 
souril conference to the St: Louis con- 
ference week before last, will be 
placed at Centenary. Dr. Todd, it is 
‘reported, may be placed at Wagoner 
Place Church, succeeding the Rev. 
John McCarthy, who would tn that 
case receive.a new charge. 

As to Dr. Linn’s place at Scruggs 
Mefnorial, it is known that Bishop 
Hoss has consulted ledding members 
of that church. Some of them have 
expressed a preference for the Rev. 
Marvin T. Haw, now pastor of &t. 
Paul’s Church, .who can serve but 
one more year in that field. Another 
suggestion for the Scruggs Mem- 
orial vacancy is the Rev. R. l. Rus- 
sell of Poplar Bluff. 

The Rev. Mr. Russell was one of 
three presiding elders in this con- 
ference who were removed last year 
by Bishop Denny before the expira- 
tion of their four-year terms, The 
feeling caused by this action of 
Bishop Denny was a factor in caus- 
ing St. Louis laymen to petition the 
College of Bishops, last spring, not 
to send Bishop Denny to preside here 
again. 

Ask for Dr. Holt’s Return. 

Another cause of dissatisfaction 
with Bishop Denny was his removal 
of the Rev. Ivan Lee Holt from the 
University Church, tn University City, 
which he had organised, and send'ng 
him to Cape Girardeau. At “the 
Cape” Dr. Holt has been very suc- 
cessful and has in one year paid off 
the church’s $15,000 debt. Now there 
is a movement to bring about his re- 
apointment at University City, while 
the Cape Girardeau congregation is 
urging the Bishop to do no suca 
thing. 

The Rev. BD. T. Clark, who is now 
at University City, is much liked 
there, and the requests for Dr. Holt’s 
return have been conditional on the 
possibility of caring suitably for Pas- 
tor Clark, 

At 8t. John’s Church, where che 
Rev. J. W. Lee is pastor, at Cabanne 
Church, the Rev. Theo, Copeland, pas- 
tor, and at Lafayette Park, the Rev. 
%. N. Clark, pastor, no change has 
been expected. Next year a number 
of quadrenniums will) expire, and 
there will then have to be a genera! 
shake-up. 

Bishop Hoss, who prestéed over the 
Missouri conference at St. Charlies, 
and who is now presiding over the 
Southwest Missouri Conference at 
Nevada, has adopted a policy, min- 
tsters here say, which is the opposite 
of Bishop Denny’s. 

All Sides of Question Heard, 

He is giving the most careful con- 
sideration to the wishes of the vari- 
ous congregations, and is hearing all 
sides. This method, {t is predicted, 
will have a conciliatory effect, and 
will tend to heal certain antagon- 
lames, 

The question ef changing the name

Two Minutes’ Use Turns Source 
of Aggravating Loss Into 
a Handsome Profit.

_ the operation of caponizing can be 
complished and the fact that the capon 
costs no more to raise than the cock- 
erel, while it commands a much s8u- 
 perior market price, makes capon rais- 
ing one of the most attractive oppor- 
tunities open to American poultrymen. 
The demand fur capons is never. dull and 


the man who has them is assured ex- 
cellen* selling conditions. 

The prime advantage of the capon ts 
the high price and the good marke} 
conditions that tue capon raiser inva- 
riably finds. Ordinary dressed poultry 
will average anywhere from 10 to bb 
cents a pound, according to the season. 
and often the poultryman will encoun- 
ter adverse conditions that result in a 
Very emali margin of profit. The 
dressed capon commands from 2% to % 
cents a pound, regardless of “season 
and can be sold to fancy hotel and 
restaurant trade. A capon will weig! 
from eizht to ten pounds—often more— 
while a cockerel will reach’ nut more 
than half of that weight. 

The capon department of a commer- 
cial poultry farm is a double advantage 
First, in the added profit it brings from 
marketed birds and, second, in that it 
lessens the temptation to favor leaving 
an inferior male in the breeding stock 
because the better one would sell better 
as a cockerel. 

The coming of the capon will, there- 
fore, mean improved stock at a profit 

Operation Is Simple. 

The poultryman usually asks a number 
of questions, of which the -following 
are the most important: Can I easily do 
it myself? What is the best time to 
caponize? Will the section in which 
my farm is located affect my market? 

Angwering the first question: Any 
map with ordinary intelligence can learn 
to caponize effectively in a short time. 
A few hours spent reading the direc- 
tions that come with the set of instru- 
ments, a few experiments to give the 
knack and an intelligent poultryman 
becomes an expert. 

The beginner may kill two or three 
birds at the start, but he will be re- 
paid. The killing does not mean a loss. 
for a cockerel killed in this way is just 
as good for market as one killed in the 
ordinary manner. 

As to the time of the eperenes: The 
first bird may take from 20 to 30 min- 
utes. It is best to go slowly and care- 
fully, in order to understand the dif- 
ferent movements thoroughly. The next 
one will not take half so long and in a 
short time the caponizer will find him- 
gelf turning out a good job In three or 
four minutes. Experts can caponize a 
cockere! in two minutes. No particu- 
lar knowledge or skill is necessary. 
Cleanliness and care are the chief re- 
quirements. 

As to the best time to caponize: This 
Gepends more on the size of the cockere} 
than the age. In general the proper 
size will be attained at from two to three 
months of age—never over six months. 

sy The bird should weigh from one to two 
pounds. Most of the capons are made 
from April to October, for the reason 
that spring chickens are at the proper 
weight during these months and also 
because capons made at this season 
reach the right market weight from 
November to May, at which time the 
price is the highest. 

Lecation Not a Bar. 

There is not, however, any reason for 
selecting a particular season for cu- 
poniging. One time is just as good «s 
another, with certain reservations tor 
weather. conditions. Capons should be 
on the market al) year, and the time is 
coming when they will be. 

The locality of the plant should not 
in any way affect a capon business, 
provided, of course, that ordinary ship- 
ping facilities are at hand. Any piatt 
that ts selling ordinary poultry products 
on city markets will find no trouble -n 
disposing of its capons. 

4 ad It is very !mportant that the birds ere 
in proper condition before they are ca- 
ponized. They should be off feed ‘sor 
at least 96 hours. The crop will carry 
enough food to last a bird for severni 
hours, and this must be exhausted b»- 
fore you can caponize to an advantage. 
It requires at Jeast 36 hours for nature 
to. accomplish this. During this time 
keep the birds in a cool, dark plac».

By 
twisting the remover to loosen the cord 
you can withdraw the organ and mern- 
membranes.

Bird Will Be Hungry. 

As soon as the operation is comi- 
pleted, turn the bird loose and feed and 
water the same as usual, 

Do not attempt to sew up or cover 
the opening. The bird was stretched 
when the incision was made, and when 
it regains its natura] position the open- 
ing will be under the wings and not 
over the opening between the ribs. !t 
is best to keep newly made capons in 
a yard by themselves for a few days. 

If the birds are in the proper condi- 
tion before the operation, no bleeding 
will follow. The operation does 1% 
seem to cause pain. In making a -sapon 
it is very rare for a bird to make any 
noise, except when you catch it and 
are fastening it in position. 

As soon as the bird is loose, it will 
look for something to eat and :rin<. 
In many instances birds will ruffle 
their feathers, shake themseives and 
commence to eat is if nothing had hap- 
pened, The incision will be united witn- 
in 2 hours. 

After caponizing the birds lose all 
their objectionable traits. They no 
longer look for fights, run off flesh 
or wake the neighborhood at sunrise. 
They become gentle and content, seek- 
ing the company of little chicks and 
never molesting their fellows. The ca- 
pon begins at once to put on flesh 
and to increase in stature, soon dis- 
tancing cockerels. 

It is not necessary to go to any ex- 
pense for special equipment or. feeding 
of capons. Plenty of water and soft 
feed should be available after the on- 
eration. Fattening feeds should be gi7- 
en at all times to attain the greatest 
size for market. The capon is usually 
kept a year before killing.

Sore Eyes.

| The causes are unsanitary quarters, 
close coops, foul yards, feeding dusty 
and spoiled grain and moldy litter. The 
sore eyes result directly from fungi that 
develop under these conditions. Clean 
‘and disinfect your poultry quarters, put 
‘your birds into open houses, bathe the 
‘infected eyes with equal parts of dioxy- 
,Ben and lukewarm water. After the 
' bubbling stops, rinse with clean water 

| Dry thoroughly and apply an ointment 

‘made by mixing 20 parts of vaseline 
with one part of finely powdered iodo- 
form. Put a little of this ointment on 
l the under side of the lid and then close 
it. Repeat this treatment once a day 
until the bird is well.

A hopper 
filed with a variety of grains, such as 
are contained in any good chick food, 
is a good method, especially where hun- 
dreds of chicks are being grown.

DEALERS REPORT 
HAY SOLD 0 CITY 
UP TO CONTRAGT 


Investigators Tell Exchange 
President That Good-Grade 
Timothy Is Furnished. 


A report praising the hay supplied to 
the city for the use of fire horses, and 
declaring that the hay supplied to the 
municipa] stables, where garbage haul- 
ing horses are kept, was also of good 
quality, was made yesterday to John 
L. Messmore, president of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, by a2 committee 
named by him to Investigate Delegate 
Edward H. Deffaa’s charge that the 
hay was of low grade and unfit for use. 

The members of the committee are 
Walter H. Toberman, chairman; D. W. 
Clifton, Henry W. Mack, Wiltam 
O’Toole and J. O. Allen All are con- 
nected with commission firms. 

When Delegate Deffaa was told of 
their favorable report on the hay he 
sald it was explained to him by the 
fact of their connection with commission 
firms. These firms, he said, sell hay 
to the dealers who hold the city con- 
tracts, the Ancor Hay and Grain 
Co. and the Luenrmann Hay and Grain 
Co. 

Upheld by Others, He Says. 

He said he took a number of feed 
dealers with him Friday to the munici- 
pal stable and that they concurred with 
him in saying the hay provided there 
was unfit. 

J. F. Quintivan and his nephew, &o! 
Quinlivan, feed men, were at the munici- 
pal stable yesterday afternoon when 
the committee was there. They had 
previously inspected the hay, but the 
committee refused to talk with them. 
Supply Commissioner Thomas was with 
the committee. 

The report as to hay furnished for 
fire horses covered 80 engine houses. 
In 28 cases the report was that No. 1 
timothy was being furnished as called 
for by contracts. At the engine house 
jointly occupied by Companies 12 and 
8, the hay was reported as being No. 
2 timothy. At engine house No. 10 the 
grade was reported as choice, or better 
than No. 1 timothy. 

The report said the fire company cap- 
tains were asked how long the hay had 
been in the barns, and that the answers 
varied from a few days to two months. * 
When asked how the present hay com- 
pared with past deliveries, the reply, in 
all cases but one, was that it was abou: 
the same. 

“In all the engine houses inspected, ’ 
the feport said, “we did not find one 
baie of damaged or unsound hay. Cap- 
tains and crews are pleased with the 
quality of hay delivered, and the horses 
all appear in first-class condition. 

“Surprised at Good Grade.” 

“We have also,”” the committee added 
“made a very thorough inspection of the 
hay in the municipal stables at Vande- 
venter avenue and Forest Park boule- 
vard, and found the hay there mostly 
No. 1 timothy, some high colored grass- 
mixed hay, small quantity of threshed 
timothy, small quantity of No. 1 clover 
mixed, all good color, sound and good 
food.” 

Toberman, chairman of the commit- 
tee, sald he and the other members were 
surprised to find the hay of such high 
grade, in view of the fact that the 
present seasun has been a poor one for 
hay, and that it has been hard to get a 
high grade of timothy.

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The cotton market for the past 
week has shown great strength. In 
all the spot markets advances in 
prices have been quoted, and & more 
active demand is the rule everywhere. 
The movement is generally towards 
the ports, Ocean freight rates are 
declining, however, and this is said 
to be the result of lack of demand— 
a rather contradictory situation. 

The weather hag been, and is, the 
great influence in shaping opinions 
and prices. The break in the. drouth 
was followed by a continuous rain 
fall which has become a serious men- 
ace to the growing crop. Over nearly 
all the cotton belt heavy rains have 
been the rule. It is maintained by 
some that the rains came too late to 
help Texas and Oklahoma to make 
more cotton. On the other hand, the 
continuous rains not only have low- 
ered the grade but have actually de- 
stroyed part of the cotton by beating 
it out of the bolls. 

East of the Mississippi River pros- 
ects are generally very good, and a 
arge crop is expected. Especially is 
this true of South Carolina, Georgia 
and Mississippi. While prices have 
reached a comparatively high level, 
until the frost date determines the 
size of this crop the uncertainty of 
the supply of cotton will make it dif- 
ficult for users of cotton to buy 
largely at any lower level. 

Big Crop‘’s Influence Ended. 

Careful estimators have fixed 16,- 
000,000 bales as the requirement of 
users of American cotton. The crop of 
1911-1912, the largest on record, has 
quite lost its influence on the mar- 
ket so far as any surplus cotton is 
concerned. At the beginning of that 
season, according to the reports of 
the Census Bureau, there were in 
the hands ef manufacturers and in 
independent warehouses 1,375,031 
bales of cotton, there were tmported 
229,276 bales, there were ginned 16,- 
068,987 bales, making a total supply 
of 17,.673.294 bales. Exporta that sea- 
son were the heaviest ever recorded 
16,681.768 bales, The consumption by 
American mills was placed at 5,367,- 
671 bales, and the stocks at the end 
of the season were 1,423.865 bales. 

The season just past, with a stock 
on hand at the beginning of the sea- 
son of 1,623,865 bales, ginnings 14,- 
090,863, Imports 225,‘02, a total sup- 
ply of 15,940,130 bales, there were 
lett at the end of the season tn the 
hands of manufacturers and in inde- 
pendent warchouses  1,274.414 bales. 
American mills consumed 460,00 
bales more than the previous year. 
using exactly 5,786,061 bales. Exports 
were but 8,800,926, and the stock on 
hand In mantifacturers establishments 
and in independent warehouses at the 
end of the season was 1,274.414 bales. 

To sum up. with a production (in- 
cluding 1! re for two years total- 
‘ng 90,614, bales, or an average a 
year of 15,307,364 bales in the two vearr 
there has been a reduction of 100,000 
bales in the stock on hand in this coun- 
try. Plainly a crop of .15,000.000 bales 
‘as needed and hence the anxiety of con- 
sumers during the unfavorable weath- 
er,

Statistics and foreign crop reports 
also were mostly bearish, but the trade 
is disinclined to press the seiling side. 
owing to the low price of wheat as 
compared with corn and oats. 

From the standpoint of supply and 
demand, wheat, expecially the May Op 
tion, on which the carrying charges tre 
excessive, looks high. The dorneatic 
crop wil) break all records, and indi- 
cations are that the world’s yield will 
do likewise. 

Russia is ategrne wheat more freely 
than in several seasons, and this is 
the best indication that the harvest in 
that important exporting country 38 
well above the average, Last year 
Russia had a crop of inferior grade 
and coulé not supply her usua! ship- 
ments of high-grade stuff. This was a 
vital factor in the heavy demands made 
on America for supplies. 

France also was a big buyer in Amer- 
ican markets, owing to an inferiur crop. 
This year conditions in that. country 
are about the same, but Russia will be 
in a position to offer her surplus inore 
freely.

Suppliant Women. 


EXPLAINED BY SCIENTIST

NAPLES, Italy, Sept. 20.—Naples is 

en fete today, rejoicing over the mira- 
éle of the liquefcation of the biood 
of St. Januarius, the patron of the 
city, which occurred yesterday, the 
saint’s feast day, in the San Gennaro 
Cathedral This .prodigy is believed 
to insure Naples against disaster, and 
particularly to bridle the activity of 
Vesuvlus. 

In the presence of a throng of wor- , 
shipers, a silver reliquar¥, in form 
and size suggesting a carriage lamp, 
was brought from the Cappella. del 
Tesoro (chapel of'the treasure), and 
placed upon the altar. 

The reliquary encloses two phials of 
glass of double thicknegs. The lesser 
phial contains ohly traces of blood 
and is not concerned in the miracle.j 
But, the larger, which is a flagon- 
shaped flask four inches in height, is 
normally more than half full of a 
dark and solid mass, opaque and |} 
showing no displacement when the §£ 
phial is turned upside down. | 

A silver bust belleved to contain 
the head of St. Januarius was exposed |§ 
on the altar. The officiant lifted the 
religquary and held it before the bust. 
Prayer broke from the crowd be- 


% 


ted to take place. A band of poor 
women, known as the “zie di San 
Gennaro,” or “aunts of St.. Januarius,” 
were conspicuous by the fervor of 
their supplications. 

Explains Miracle by Sclence. 
From time to time the officiant 
turned the reliquary upside down to 
note whether any movement was vis- 
ible in the dark mass contained in the 
phial. After 20 minutes, according to 
the faithful, the mass was seen grad- 
ually to detach itself from the sides 
of the phtal, to become liquid and 
ruby in tint, and then to froth and 
bubble. 

The priest announced: 


“The mira- 


cle has occurred!” and cries of rap- 
.}ture burst from the worshipers. A 


Te Deum was sung and the reliquary 
containing the Lquid blood was 
brought to the altar rail so that the 
worshipers might venerate the relic 
by kissing the vessel. 

Prof. Albini, a Neapolitan sclentist. 
proposes a natural explanation of the 
prodigy, which he declares he has repro-} 
cuced with a compound made of pow- 
dered chocolate and the serum of milk. 
He conjectures that the mass in the 
phial consists of a finely powdered solid 
m solution In a small quantity of liquid. 
When the vessel is at rest the particles 
form a crust on top and the fluid sinks|# 
to the bottom. But when the flask ts 
frequently tilted, as occurs during the 
ceremony, Albini suggests, the crust is 
broken and the liquid escapes, 

Seldom Liquifies in December. 

The rite of confronting the reliquary 
with the bust containing the saint’s|§ 
head occurs 18 times during the year—|} 
in May, September and December. The 
miracle rarely fails to occur in May andif@ 
September, but tn December the mass] ™ 
remains solid more often than not.

I! felt each bullet that struck a man as if 
it had hit myself, and tried to draw myself up in a ball, 
as if that would serve as some sort of shelter. 

My comrades stormed past me, burst: over the breast- 
works, fought there desperately and then recoiled. They 
passed me again in their ret-eat, pursued by the bat- 
tery’s lightnings. For these things I eared nothing. I 
was dreading with a deep fear that the next bullet would 
kill me as I lay helpless on the grounc. This was the 
longest minute through which I ever passed. 

It ended when Federal soldiers rushed out and made 
prisoners of such of us as could not escape, sending the 
wounded to the rear. .

URING many years as a professional ballplayer, 
I have had lots of long minutes. There is

I was so frightened I didn’t have the wit to run away.

and was swiftly hustled upon the platform. 

He gazed about him from face to race, with a terrib), 
look of appeal in his eyes—a look which I have never 
forgotten. But seeing every countenance stern and re. 
solved, he forced himself into calmness, and made ¢ 
Statementedeclaring his innocence. Then, without re- 
sistunce, he endured the fitting of the black cap and the 
noose. 

But as the trap was sprung, with a last impulse 
despair, he flung his body sideways, although his feet 
and hands were tied. His nose struck a girder of the 
scaffold with such force that it was broken, as was 
learned afterwards when the black cap was removed. 
This broke the force of the fall, so that his neck was 
not fractured and he strangled to death. 

It seemed to me that hours passed while he was dying. 
His body writhed convulsively and choking noises came 
from his throat. It was like awakening from a night- 
mare when the physician declared him dead.

Seeing a Murderer 
Dying on the Gallows 


By WILLIAM DESMOND, 
Former Chief of Detectives, St. Louis. 


HE longest minute of my life occurred during 
the execution of H. M. Brooks, better known 
under his assumed name of Walter Lennox 
Maxwell, in the courtyard of the St. Louis Jail, 

in August, 1888. He was put to death for the murder 
of Arthur C. Preller at tne Southern Hotel in 1885. 
The crime was the city’s “cause celebre,’ because

rent. The apparatus is the 
invention of Mr. Ulivi, a 
young Italian engineer re- / 
siding in Paris. He came 
to Havre and the owner of 
the steam vacht Lady Hen- 
riette put the vessel at his 
disnosal. The experiments 
were witnessed by Gencral 
de Castelnau of the gener- 
al staff of the French 
army; Commandant’ Fer- 
rie, director of the Biifel 
Tower station and well 
known ag an authority on 
wireless telegraphy, and 
Captain Cloitre, represent- 
ing the Ministry of the Ma- 
rine. 

The first experiments 
were made outside the har- 
bor on July 30, 1913. Dét- 
ferent kinds of. powder 
were placed in hermetically 
saaled receptacles of iron 
and submrged in the roads 
at intervals of 600 meters (1,9€8.5 feet) up to a distance 
of 6000 meters (19,685 feet, 3.73 miles) from the Lady 
Henriette, on which the inventor was stationed with his 
apparatus. When all was ready he touched a _ but- 
ton and one after another at will the mines were ex- 
ploded. There was perfect accord between the dis- 
chareing station and the floating markers over the 
mines. 


On August 8 several mines planted for the purpose in 
the roadstead opposite Sainte Adresse were exploded, 
one after another, from the yacht while moored in the 
Bassin de la Barre, mbout three miles distant. The in- 
ventor was able to select the particular mine to be dis- 
clarged in each instance. Although these mines were 
submerged more than a mile from shore the detonation 
was heavier than from the firing of the largest coast: 
defence guns.

drawer “sticks,” a bearing 
of the searchlight of mem- 
ory breaks. But in such 
cases, brain specialists tell 
us, repairs can usually be 
made. The cause is not 
due to disease, but to a 
sudden shock or the cul- 
mination of a prolonged 
mental strain. When the 
effect of this wears off, all 
at once the “name” wire 
which was cut begins to an- 
swer again, just as if a 


curtain over the door of 
the central chamber of the 
intellect?» You would not 
know. But science can 
tell you, can explain in simple words what seemed s0 
bewildering, and perhaps hold out hove of recovery. 

Imagine the brain to be a telephone exchange. Your 
really truly self, your ego, is the operator. Although 
you use but one wire at a time, hundreds of others are 
within easy reach of your hand. All one has to do to 
get any information desired is to “plug in.” 

At the end of one of these wires is your name. Occa- 
sion comes to one to remember his own name less fre- 
cuently than one would think. But the occasion comes. 
The psychic operator ‘“‘plugs in’ on the “name” wire 
and waits for an answer. Usually it comes instantly. 
But now, for all the mental “rings,” there is no re- 
sponse. What is the 
explanation? The 
‘name” wire has been 
cut! 

Or, consider the 
brain to be a card in- 
dex cabinet, with the 

‘ego as librarian. On 
all sides, ready to the . 
hand, are files of in- 
formation. All that 
is necessary is to 
stretch forth an’ arm, 
and any fact in the 
mental library is 
accessible. The libra- 
rian has occasion to 
use his name, and 
puts his hand on the

lineman had gone out and 
rejoined it. 

Psychologists say that our 
brain is like a great labo- 
ratory in which a large number of operations are going 
on continually side by side, but we are fully aware only 
of those on which our attention happens for the moment 
to be contentrated. These may be the craving of a 
morsel of food, or the boarding of a street car, or the 
solving of a problem in mathematics. 

Outside this temporary spotlight of acute conscious- 
ness is a large and dim area, permanent under normal 
conditions, of which we are vaguely but persistently 
aware. In the twilight area are such facts as our nau s, 
our addresses, our past life, the. season of the year, 
our general relations with other persons. Through ecme 
shock or strain the dim zone is plunged into complete 
darkness, and look as the mind will, it can see notning 
but impenetrable night. : 

Or, the secondary zone of consciousness may be lik- 
ened to an outlying telephone exchange, in constant 
though remote connection with the headqua‘ters of the 
system. By some misfortune the connecting wires are 
cut and to all “rings” from the psychic control the only 
response is silence. 

Such a catastrophe to the brain is called “amnesia” bs 
neurologists. This meéns loss.of memory. 

Another affliction which has an uncanny seeming to 
the layman ts called aphasia; and means loss of lan- 
guage. It often appears to be a form of loss of mem- 
ory, but is not really held to be such by brain special- 
ists. It occurs when one completely or partially loses 
the faculty of speech, although the vocal organs are 
not impaired. 

Suppose the brain to be a telegraph office, with incom- 
ing and outgoing wires. Over the incoming wires travel 
the impulses sent by the senses, such as a vision, a 
sound, a toueh or a smell. Over the outgoing wires 
travel the impulses sent from the brain along the nerves 
ta. the muscles, commanding them to action. 

As in a telegraph system, either the incoming or out- 
going lines may get out of order. According to which 
set of wires is disturbed, the victim’s loss of langauge 
may be one of two kinds, which scientists call “sensory” 
and “motor.” Both may be simply illustrated by the 
action of attempting to read aloud from a book. 

In the one case, the eye sees the printed page clearlv, 
but the report is jumbled into confusion on the way 
to the brain. The message arrives in incomprehensible 
form, so that,, when the tongue seeks to repeat the 
printed words, it can utfer nothinz or only a rigmarole, 
although it can converse intelligently. This is sensory 
aphasia. The incoming wire is out of order. 

In the other case, the printed words are rendered 
with perfect fidelity to the brain, which dispatches them 
along the vocal organs to be spoken aloud. But the out- 
going lines are defective, and the tongue speaks only 
an inarticulate jumble of words with no relation to one

M. Bourgeois tells of a pfculiar 
experience that befell] Capt. Jack Bonavita, one of the 
world’s most famous animal trainers, who was posing 
recently with a lion for the motion picture drama, 
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called “The Child of, the Jungle.” The scene was laid 
in a big cage, decorated in such way that it appeared 
to be the center of a tropical woodland, the operator 
being stationed just outside the cage with the lens*s of 
his camera poking through. Capt. Bonavita was sup- 
posed to be a man who, in his childhood, had been 
trained by an old lion tamer to the ways of the wild. 
He had grown up, however, in civilized surroundings. 
A shipwreck had thrown him back into the jungle. This 
was where the picture began on the day of the accident. 

First there appeared from 
the thick foliage on the far side of the cage the lion 
tamer. He was supposed to he tost, half starved and 
seriously crippled. fftx forva:d progress was a series 
of falls and fierce etruggies to new footing At his cue 
the lion suddenly sppeared, made a 10-foot bound arress 
the stage and landed beside the man, his tail swinging 


angrily.

ily doctor. 

Aixer had been a gallant sol- 
fier in the Civil War, and was 
almost the only member of the 
‘administration who felt ail 
along that we would have to ge 
to war with Spain over Cuba. 
He liked my attitude in the mat- 
ter, and because of his remem- 
brance of his own experiences 
he sympathized with my desire 
to go to the front: 

Accordingly, he offered me the 
command of one of the regi- 
ments. I told him that after six 
weeks’ service in the field I 
would feel competent to handle 
the regiment; but that I would 
not kifow how to equip it or 
how to get it into the first action; but that Wood was 
entirely competent at once to take command, and that 
if he would make Wood Colonel I would accept the 
Lieutenant-Colcnelry. | 

Gen. Alger thought this an act of foolish self-abne- 
gation on my part—instead of its being, what it was, 
the wisest act I could have performed. 


He told me to accept the colonelcy and that he would 
make Wood Lieutenant-Colonel, and that Wood would 
do the work anyway; but I answered that I did not wish 
to rise on any man’s shoulders; that I hoped to be 
given every chance that my deeds and abilities war- 
ranted; but that I did not wish what I did not earn, 
and that above all I did not wish to hold any position 
where anyone else did: the work. 

He laughed at me a little and said I was foolish, but 
I do not think he really minded, and he promised to 
do as | wished. Trueto his word, he secured the appoint- 
ment of Wood as Colonel and of myself as Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the First United States Volunteer Cavalry. 

This was soon nicknamed, both by the public and 
by the rest of the army, the Rough Riders, doubtless 
because the bulk of the men were from the Southwest- 
erm ranch country and were skilled in the wild horse- 
manship of the great plains. 

Wood instantly began the work of raising the regi- 
ment. He first assembled several old non-commissioned 
officers of experience, put them in office, and gave them 
blanks for requisitions for the full equipment of a cav- 
alry regiment. 

He selected San Antonio as the gathering place, as 
it was in a good horse country, near the gulf, from 
some port on which we would have to embark, and bear 
an old arsenal and an old army post, from which we 
got a good deal of stuff—some of it practically con- 
demned, but which we found serviceable at a pinch, and 
much better than nothing. 

He organized a horse board in Texas, and began pur-

As soon as he had attended to a 
few more odds and ends he left 
Washington, and the day after his 
arrival in San Antonio the troops 
began to arrive. 

For several weeks before I joined 
the regiment, to which Wood went 
ahead of me, I continued as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, trying to 
get some coherence of plan between 
the War Department and the Navy 
Department: and also being used 
by Wood to finish getting the equip- 
ment for the regiment. 

As regards finding out what the 
plans of the War Department were, 
the task was simple. They had no 
plans. Even during the final months 
before the outbreak of hostilities 
very little was done in the way of 
efficient preparation. 

On one occasion, when everyone 
knew that the declaration of war was sure to come 
in a few days, I went on military business to the office 
of one of the: highest line Generals of the army, a man 
who at that moment ought to have been working 18 
hours out of the 24 on the vital problems ahead of him. 

What he was actually doing was trying on a new type 
of smart-looking uniform on certain enlisted men; and 
he called me in to ask my advice as to the position of 
the pockets in the blouse,

In the closing weeks of my 
' gervice as Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, we were Ccollect- 
ing ships for auxiliary pur- 
poses. Some men, at cost 
to their own purses, helped 
us freely and w'th efficiency; 
others treated the affair as an 
ordinary business transaction; 
and yet others endeavored, at 
some given crisis, when our 
need was great, to sell us in- 
ferior vessels at exorbitant

through Senator and 
Congressman, to accomplish 
their ends. In one or two 
cases they did accomplish 
them, too, until we got a real- 
ly first-class board  estab- 
lished to superintend such 
purchases. 

A more curious experience was in connection with the 
point chosen for the starting for the expedition against 
Cuba. I had not supposed that any human being could 
eonsider this matter save from the standpoint of mil- 
‘fary need. But one morning a very. wealthy and in- 
.tuential man, a respectable and upright man according 
to his own lights, called on me to protest against our 
choice of Tampa, and to put in a plea for a certain other 
port, on the ground that his railroad was entitled to 
its share of the profit for hauling the army and equip- 
ment! 

The bureau chiefs were for the most part elderly 
incompetents, whose idea was to do their routine duties 
in such way as to escape the censure of routine bureau- 
cratic superiors and to avoid a congressional investiga- 
tion. They bad not the slightest conception of preparing 
for war. 

In endeavoring to get the “Rough Riders” equipped 
I met with some experiences which were both odd and 
instructive. There were not enough arms and other 
necessaries to go round, and there was keen rivalry 
among the intelligent and zealous commanders of the 
volunteer organizations as to who should get first 
choice. Wood’s experience was what enabled us to 
equip ourselves in short order. 

One fine old fellow did his best to persuade us to take 
black powder rifles, explaining with paternal indulgence 
that no one yet really knew jist what somkeless powder 
might do, and that there was a good deal to be said in 
favor of having smoke to conceal us from the enemy. 

I saw this pleasing theory actually worked out in 
practice later on, for the National Guard regiments with 
us at Santiago had black powder guns, and they really 
might almost as well Have replaced there weapons by 
crossbows and mangonels. 

We succeeded, thanks to Wood, in getting the same 
cavalry carbines that were used by the regulars. We 
were determined to do this, not only because the weap- 
ons were good, but because this would in all probability 
mean that we should be brigaded with the regular cav- 
alry, which it was certain would be sent immediately 
to the front for the fighting 

There was one worthy bureau chief who was coniinu- 
ally refusing applications of mine as irregular. In each 
case I would appeal to Secretary Alger—who helped me 
in every way—and get an order from him countenancing 
the irregularity. 

For instance, I found out that as we were nearer 
the July date than the January date for the issuance of 
clothing, and as it had long been customary to issi™ 
the winter clothing in July,.so as to give ample leisure 
for getting it to all the various posts, it was therefore 
solemnly proposed to issue this same winter clothing 
to us who wgre about to start for a summer campaign 
in the tropics. 

This would seem incredible to those who have never 
dealt with an inert officialdom, a red-tape bureatcr>~-, 
but such is the fact. I rectified this and got an order 
for khaki clothing. We were then told we would have 
to advertise 30 days for horses. This meant that 
we would have missed the Santiago expedition. So I 
made another successful appeal to the Secretary. 

Other difficulties came up about wagons and various 
articles, and in each case the same result followed. On

ing. Thanks to Woods’ exertions, when we reached 
Tampa we were rather better equipped than most of the 
regular regiments. We adhered strictly to field equip- 
ment, allowing no luxuries or anything else unnecessary, 
and so we were able to move off the field when ordered, 
with our own transportation, leaving nothing behind. 

I suppose every man tends to brag about his regiment; 
but it does seem to me that there never was a regiment 
better worth bragging about than ours.. Wood was an 
exceptional commander, of great power, with a remark- 
able gift for organization. 

The rank and file were as fine natural fighting men 
as ever carried a rifle or rode a horse in any country 
or any age. We had a number of first class young fel- 
lows from the East, most of them from colleges like 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton; but the great majority of 
the men were Southerners, from the then territories of 
Oklahoma, Indian Terri- 
tory, Arizona and New 
Mexico. 

They were accustomed 
to the use of -firearms, 
accustomed to taking 
care of themselves in 
the open; they were in- 
telligent and seif-reliant; 
they possessed hardi-

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counted the cost. In the 
great majority of cases 
each man was chiefly 
anxious to find out what 
he should do to make the 
regiment a success. They 
bought, first and last, 
about 800 copies of the 
cavalry drill regulations 
and studied them indus- 
triously. 

Such men were practi- 
cally soldiers to start 
with, in all the essen- 
tials. It is small wonder 
that witli them as mate- 
rial to work upon the. 
regiment was raised, 
armed, equipped, drilled,

sive-—not defeusive—-fights in which a third of the officers and 
one-fifth ofthe men were willed or wounded, all within sixty 
days.

Wo speedi'y made it evident that thcre was no room and no 
mercy fer ary man who shirixed any duty, and we accomplishea 
geod resulte. The fact is that the essentials of drill and work 


for a cavalry or an infantry regiment sre easy to learn, 
which +f course is not trae for the artillery or the en- 
gineers or for the navy. 

I had served three years in the New York National 
Guard, finally becomifig 2 Captain. This experience 
was invaluable to me. Jt enabled me at once to train 
the men in the simple @rili, without which they would 
have been a mob; for aithough the drill requirements 
are simple, they are also absolutely indispensable. 


But if I had believed that my experience in the Na- 
tional Guard had taught me all that there was to teach 
about a soldier’s career, it would have been better for 
me not to have been in it at all. There were in the 
regiment a number of men who had served in the Na- 
tional Guard, and a number of others who had served 
in the regular army. 

Some of these latter had served in the field in the 
West under campaign conditions, and were accustomed 
to long marches, privation, risk and unexpected emerg- 
encies. These men were‘of the utmost benefit to the 
regiment. They already knew their profession, and 
could teach and help the others. 

But if the man had merely served in a National Guard 
regiment, or in the regular army at some post in a 
civilized country where he learned nothing except what 
could be picked up on the parade ground, in the bar- 
racks and in practice marches of a few miles along 
good roads, then it depended purely upon his own good 
gense whether he had been helped or hurt by the ex- 
perience. 

If he realized that he had learned only 5 per cent of 
his profession, that there remained 95 per cent to ac- 
complish before he would be a good soldier, why, he 
had profited immensely. 

To start with 5 per: cent handicap was a very great 
advantage; and if the man was really a good man, he 


could not be overtaken. But if the man thought that 


he had learned all about the profession of a soldier 
because he had been in the National Guard or in the 
regular army under the cenditions I have described, 
then he was actually of less use than if he had never 
had any military experience at all. 

Such a man was apt to think that nicety of alignment, 
precision in wheeling and correctness in the manual of 
arms were the ends of training and the guarantees of 
good soldiership, and that from guard mounting to 
sentry duty everything in war was to be done in accord- 
ance with what he had learned in peace. As a matter 
of fact, most of what he had learned was never used 
at all, and some of it had to ve unlearned. 

The one thing, for instance, that a sentry ought never

to do in an actual campaign is to walk up and down 
a line where he will be conspicuous. His business is to 
lie down somewhere off a ridge crest where he can see 


anyone approaching, but where a man approaching 


cannot see him. As for the ceremonies, during the real- 
ly hard part of a campaign only the barest essentials 
are kept. | 

Almost all of the junior regular officers, and many 
of the senior regular officers, were fine men. But, 
through no fault of their own, many of the senior offi- 
cers had been forced to lead lives that fairly paralyzed 
their efficiency when the strain of modern war came 
on them. | 

The routine elderly regular officer who knew nothing 
whatever of modern war was in most respects nearly 
as worthless as a raw recruit. The positions and «-~

fetishes by some of these men, and treated as if they 
were the ends, instead of not always important means 
by which the ends were to be achieved. 

In the Cuban fighting, for instance, it would have 
been folly for me to have taken my piace in the rear of 
the regiment, tue canonical textbook position. My busi- 
ness was to be where I could keep most command over 
the regiment, and, in a rough-and-tumble, scrambling 
fight in thick jungle, this had to depend upon the course 
of events, and usually meant that I had to be at the 
front. 

I saw in that fighting more than one elderly regi- 
mental commander who unwittingly rendered the only 
service he could render to his regiment by taking up 
his proper position several hundred yards im the rear 
when the fighting began; for then the regiment disap- 
peared in the jungle, and “for its good foitune the com- 
manding officer never saw it again until long after the 
fight was over. 

After one Cuban fight a Lieutenant-Colonel of the reg- 
ulars, in command of a regiment, who had met with 
just such an experience, and had rejoined us at the front 
several hours after the close of the fighting, asked me 
what my men were doing when the fight began. 

I answered that they were following in trace in col-

‘aame parts of the skull have been articu- 


rted so that there is represented.a large 
and well modeled human head with a 
brain capacity of 1500 cubic centimeters 
—slightly above the average size of hu- 
man brains. 

Dr. Smith Woodward regards these re- 
mains as of the same age as the well 
known Heidelberg jaw—namely, very 
early Pleistocene; Charles Dawson, the 
discoverer of the remains, has stated that 
he “was quite prepared, from an anthro- 
pological point of view, to accept an 
earlier @ate for the origin of the human 
remains than Dr. Woodward and he had 
perhaps erred on the side of caution in 
placing the date as early Pleistocene.” 

E. T. Newton, F. R. S., who has made 
a special study of Pliocene and Pleisto- 
cene animal remains, has given it as his 
opinion that the Piltdown remains are 
“Pliocene rather than of Pleistocene age.” 
The leading authority on the Pleistocene 
deposits of Europe, Prof. Rutot of the

Prof. Rutot’s estimate of the duration 
of the Pleistocene period is a very mod- 
erate one—150,000 years. Prof. Penck, 
who has devoted a lifetime to the study 
of the glacial deposits of Europe, gives a 
more liberal estimate for the duration of 
this period, namely, half a million to a 
million and a half of years. 

The question then which the anatomists 
have to answer is: What was man like 
half a million of years ago? If Dr. Smith 
Woodward is right he was an “eoanthro- 
poid”—half man, half ape; if Prof. Keith 
is right he was a man with a brain as big 
as that of modern man. 

Among other problems which are cer- 
tain to come up for discussion are those 
relating to the order in which the highest 
of human characters developed. There is 
a unanimity of Opinion, both in England 
and on the Continent, that the simian 
conformation of the Piltdown chin pre- 
cludes speech. If the brain is as large 
as is represented by Prof. Keith, then it 
will follow that the power of speech came 
comparatively late in the evolution of 
man—that the brain had attained its full 
complement of mass before it became ca- 
pable of serving as the master organ of 
speech. If the flints of the Kentish pla- 
teau represent the handiwork of Pilt- 
down humanity, then we have the unex- 
pected revelation that man was fashion- 
ing elaborate and varied tools before he 
was capable of free articulate speech.

The average 
male brain weighs 48 ounces and the av- 
erage female brain 431-2, but this does 
not mean that woman is necessarily 
man’s inferior intellectually.

the bundle in the calf of the leg. The 
great gluteus maximus, or muscles at 
the base of the back, draw the whole leg 
backward. The quadriceps, wuich forms 
the front of the thigh, contracts to main- 
tain the leg rigid while the weight of the 
body rests upon it and relaxes as soon 
as the vertical position is passed. The 
smaller but exceedingly powerful mus- 
cles about the hip joint 
are also tigbtly con- 
tracted to prevent the 
body from swinging tco 
far upon this’ great 
hinge. 

The muscles of the 
celf draw up the foot by 
the heel and the biceps 
of the thigh bends the 
leg at the knee. It is 
this muscle, that at the 
back of the thigh on the 
outside, ending in the 
powerful tendon at the 
back of the knee, which 
gives the pull to leg and by the leverage 
of the foot propels the body forward. 
Therefore, it is far the most important 
muscle to the runner, for it is the ciiv- 
ing machine. 

Every runner knows, however, that 
power is by no means all he needs; in 
fact, swiftness of movement is just as 
essential as strength. All the muscles 
of the thighs and calves work together 
to lift and bend the legs and throw them 
forward. They must be not only power- 
ful but supple, or the runner will have 
staying power but no speed. The most 
important speed-giving muscle is_ the 
quadriceps of the thigh, for this, by a 
violent and sudden contraction, throws 
the swinging leg forward as it passes 
the leg on which the weight rests. On 
the speed with which it can do this and 
the power it can put into it the speed of 
the runner depends. 


the question of whether that infant will 
be an intellectual giant or a pigmy in 
brain power is dependent almost alto- 
gether upon the training which it re- 
ceives and the devélopment of the gray 
matter in its brain.
